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REMARKS 



The Office Action of January 12, 2004 has been received and both the 
Examiner's comments and reference cited carefully considered. In the Action, 
claims 1-11 were allowed and claims 12 - 21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Atnendt in view of Barradas.
